Byrnes 


After Secretary of State Byrnes’ 
return from Moscow in 1546, 
he went on the air before he had 
reported to the President and re- 
ports of a break became current. 
Secretary Byrnes did resign a 
few months thereafter, and from 
that time on has been Harry 
Truman's relentless enemy. 

In the book is a memo with 
a letter which the President says 
he read to Jimmy Byrnes because 
he wanted his ‘secretary of state 
to hear the emphasis placed on 
certain points. Byrnes says 
wasn’t read to him. But, some- 
thing happened at that point to 
bring the break. 

The President's comments about 
Russia (he thought Byrnes had 
been too soft) would please even 
the McCarran committee.

Pendergast 


He writes of Pendergast. His 
enemies make much of the Kan- 
gas City boss. But one believes 
what Truman says, as one reads. 
He goes into detail. Political 
bosses are, he says, a part of the 
American system. Pendergast, 
he says, got into trouble only after 
his physical breakdown and he 
stood by him. But he says that 
Pendergast only once asked him 
to do something—and he couldn’t 
agree. 

The President writes of being 
alone in the White House, and of 
his loneliness and his thoughts sit- 
ting at the big table with the but- 
ler serving him, brushing sway 
non-existent crumbs. It seemed 
absurd to a lonely man from 
Missouri, remembering his boy- 
hood. 

Bess Truman was his first and 
only sweetheart. 

(Truman’s life has been combed 
very thoroughly by the best in- 
vestigators his enemies could hire 
and they have yet to turn up 
anything wrong in his persona! or 
public life.) — 

His bitterness toward John L. 
Lewis and toward writers who 
criticize him and his family is 
plainly stated. 

He removed MacArthur because 
in his opinion the issue had become 
one of civilian vs. military control.

WASHINGTON, March 18—Sec- 
retary of State Acheson told Con- 
gress Tuesday that the cost and 
duration of mutual security aid to 
America’s allies will be determin- 
ed by the size and direction of 
the Communist threat to the free 
world and that advance calcula- 
tions of the cost are out of the 
question. 


Testifying before the Senate for- 
eign relations committee on the 
$7,900,000,000 mutual security pro- 
gram, the secretary withdrew an 
estimate he made last year that 
the job of strengthening the free 
world militarily and economically 
‘could be completed in three or 
four years for about $27,000,000,000. 


‘TROUBLE SPOTS 


Questions from committeemen 
‘brought from the secretary a 
‘thumbnail sketch of trouble spots 
which provided points of friction 
between the United States and 
Russia and its satellites. 


Korea presents a_ particularly 
‘trying situation, said the secretary, 
but he added “I am confident the 
truce negotiations will be success- 
ful.”

As Hordes of Policemen Guard Court 


NEW YORK, March 18—)—An 
old pal of Willie (The Actor) Sut- 
ton turned against the master bank 
robber Tuesday as his trial opened. 


The state announced that a star 
witness against Sutton will be one 
of the men who allegedly helped 
him loot a Queens bank of $64,000 
in 1950—John de Venuta. 


The 37-year-old Venuta_ report- 
edly has made a ‘clean breast of 
his part in the Manufacturers 
Trust Co. holdup and is ready to 
help the state convict Sutton. 

Already tagged for life imprison- 
ment, Sutton went on trial on the 
bank robbery count in the ancient 
Queens County courtroom where 
Judd Gray and Ruth Snyder were 
sentenced to the electric chair 25 
years ago for murdering her hus- 
band,

The room was guarded to the 
very hilt against any gun-toting 
friends or admirers of the 5l-year- 
old Sutton, whose crimes won him 
a sort of glamor in the eyes of 
some perverted hero-worshipers. 

On trial with him is Thomas 
Kling, 45, a tough jail breaker, ac- 
cused as the third man on the 
Manufacturers Trust job. 

The heavy guard—one of the 
most extraordinary in local court 
history—was an outgrowth of the 
assassination of Arnold Schuster, 
the young pants salesman who 
pointed out Sutton to his police 
captors. 

Sutton had been one of the na- 
tion’s most wanted men since he 
broke from a Pennsylvania prison 
in 1947. 


Schuster recognized his fox-like 


face on a subway Feb. 18, trailed 
him and fingered him to police. 

As Sutton went to trial, a gray- 
haired gravedigger—apparently a 
crackpot—was jailed under heavy 
bend, accused of threatening 
Schuster’s life before he was slain 
on March 8. 

The 24-year-old salesman re- 
ceived at least 11 threatening notes 
or phone calls during the weeks 
after he aided in Sutton’s capture. 

The FBI said the gravedigger, 
William Brinckerhoff Brown, 61, 
admitted sending Schuster a note 
on which he scrawled: 

“This is to let you know that 
your days are numbered for bean- 
ing (being) a squealer on Billy 
Sutton.”’

MINNEAPOLIS, March 18. 
(?) — Genera! Eisenhower, 
fresh from a victory in New 
Hampshire’s presidential pri- 
mary election, ran a strong 
write-in second to favorite son 
Harold E. Stassen Tuesday 
night with a third of the pre- 
cincts reporting in Minne- 
sota’s primary. 

In Hennepin County, the state’s 
most populous, Eisenhower was 
running nearly two to one over 
Stassen with about one-fourth of 
the precincts reporting. 


Most political observers believed 
the primary would be a “‘shoo-in’’ 
for Stassen, elected govermor of 
the state three times. 


Returns from 1,071 of the state’s 
3,769 precincts gave Eisenhower 
30,821 votes to 41,775 for Stassen. 
The totals included no write-in 
votes from St. Paul, the state’s 
second city. Only automatically 
counted voting machine figures 
were available at first from St. 
Paul. 


KEFAUVER AHEAD 


The tally of write-in votes showed 
General MacArthur with 557, Sen- 
ator Taft with 7,455 and Governor 
Warren with 1,526. 


On the Democratic ballot, Sena- 
tor Kefauver (Dem., Tenn.), ran 
well ahead of President Truman in 
the write-in race. However, Sena- 
tor Humphrey (Dem., Minn.), the 
only one whose name was printed 
on the Democratic ballot, had an- 
nounced he would turn over his 
delegation to the president if he 
choses to run again. No campaign 
had been made for Mr. Truman 
in the state. A small effort had 
been made for Kefauver. 

Humphrey in 1,024 precincts got 
32,203 votes. Kefauver polled 5,- 
728 and Truman 1,107. Senator 
Russell got 15 and Governor Stev- 
enson of Illinois, got 11. 


DESPITE SNOW 


A surprisingly heavy vote was 
recorded in some areas of the 
state, despite mixed rain and snow 
that fell most of the day. In Hen- 
nepin County, which includes Min- 
neapolis, polling places ran out of 
ballots and had to_ substitute 
scratch paper. 


There was no semblance of a 
campaign for Mr. Truman, while 
Kefauver had a small but vocal 
organization working for him. Ke- 
fauver’s name had been filed on 
the ballot, against his wishes, but 
he was allowed to withdraw.

More Afraid

WASHINGTON, March 18—Sen- 
ator Capehart, (Rep., Ind.) as- 
serted Tuesday that just before the 
Potsdam conference of August, 
1945, President Truman observed 
that he was more afraid of Eng- 
land and France than of Russia. 

This, Senator Capehart told the 
Senate, was the President’s re- 
sponse to appeals made to him at 
the time to ‘‘stand up’”’ to the Rus- 
sians, whom he was about to meet 
in Potsdam. 

The incident, Senator Capehart 
declared, occurred in his presence 
and in the presence of Senator Mc- 
Farland of Arizona, the. present 
Democratic floor leader in the 
Senate, and of the then Senators 
Wheeler (Dem., Mont.) and 
Hawkes (Rep., N. J.). 

Senator McFarland from the 
floor did not challenge Capehart’s 
version. Later, he told reporters: 
‘I’m not going to say he (the Pres- 
ident) didn’t say it. I’m not going 
to say he did and I’m not going to 
say he didn’t.”’ 

Former Senator Wheeler, who 
now is in law practice here, com- 
mented: 

“I’m afraid he (Senator Cape- 
hart) is pretty nearly correct.”’ 

Wheeler added, however, that 
his impression had been that Mr. 
Truman was not suggesting any 
fear of the British and French “‘in 
a military sense.”’

Harry S. Truman, sometimes insouciant 
a@s a cavalier, on occasion as ornery as One 
of his own Missouri mules, and at other times 
a gadfly which draws blood and causes the 
victim to squeal, is also a person who can 
put his own foot in his mouth. 


He has done all of these in a new book, i 


which was on the best-seller list before it 
appeared on the bookshelves by way of ad- 
vance orders. Mr. Truman makes nothing 
from it. In one of his impulsive gestures 
he turned over to a newspaper and radio 
friend his papers, diaries, some news inter- 
views and letters and told him to go ahead. 

The result is a book, “Mr. President,” 
which retails for $5 and is worth it. 

It is a book in which the human qualities 
of the President come through very strongly 
and make of him a likable man. One won- 
ders how, and where, this average Ameri- 
can ‘parted ways with so many of his fellow 
citizens that many find him. objectionable 
and some grow near apoplectic at the sound 
of his name. 

To be sure, they did that for Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, and they objected to him because 
he was a strong man. Too strong; they said. 

And, they object to Harry S. Truman 
because he is not a strong man, but an aver- 
age man. He could be, as this book shows, 
the man next door. He is in love with his

Council has launched an intensive effort to 
encourage citizens to register in order that 
they may vote in the 1952 elections. The 
organization consists. of several hundred 
civic, labor, women’s, patriotic, service and 
neighborhood organizations including each of 
the Chambers of Commerce in the area.

views in the primary and general elections.” 


The council points out that Georgia should 
register approximately 1,285,377 new voters 
for the 1952 elections if all eligible citizens 
were placed on the rolls. This would give 
the state a total registration of over 2,500,000 
or about 70 per cent of the entire population. 
Persons 18 and over comprise 73 per cent of 
the population. Georgia should have the 
highest per capita registration of any state 
because of the voting age, and yet in 1950 
only 35.6 per cent of the population was 
registered—less than half the potential. In 
the same year only 16 per cent of the popu- 


‘lation voted in the general election. 


Georgia is not alone. In Alabama only 
18.3 per cent were registered to vote in 1950. 
In Texas only 20.1 per cent were eligible. In 
New York 41.1 per cent were registered. 

The Metropolitan Area (Cobb, DeKalb 
and Fulton Counties) should register 276,- 
501 new voters for the 1952 elections if all 
eligible citizens were placed upon the rolls. 
Probably due to the unfair county unit sys- 
tem, the area is even more poorly registered 
than the state at large. In 1950, registration 
was 208,243 or 31.3 per cent of the popu- 
lation. Voters in the area should remember 
there is no county unit system in the general 
election, which this year becomes all impor- 
tant. There is no unit system in local elec- 
tions either. 

All citizens should register to vote. They 
should inform themselves about the candi- 
dates and issues and go to the polls and ex- 
press their views. They should remember 
the fate of those nations where apathy of the 
people has led to dictatorship, tyranny, and 
disaster. Let's not fool ourselves into be- 
lieving that it cannot happen here.

Congress Should Keep 


Own House in Order 


It is discouraging to learn that “streamlining” 
of Congress hasn’t worked out. In fact, it has 
worked opposite to the intention of the stream- 
liners. 

In 1946 Congress passed a reorganization act 
purposed to reduce the number of committees 
and otherwise facilitate legislation and save ex- 
pense. When this act was passed there were 95 
committees in both houses. The act provided 
that the 47 regular committees in the House be 
reduced to 19, the 33 in the Senate to 15. 

What has been the result? Instead of a total 
of 95 committees when the streamlining act was 
passed, the total is now 203. The intention of 
the legislation was mainly to cut out the special 
committees and more or less active subcommit- 
tees. Instead, the number of such committees 
has increased in the interim from five to 89 in 
the House, from 10 to 89 in the Senate. And 
many of these special and subcommittees, al- 
though they are usually. inactive, are fully staffed 
with attorneys, clerks and experts. 

The facts illustrate the failure of Congress to 
keep its own house in order; they also give one 
reason why governmental expense - continues 
climbing.

Birth Rate, Draft, 12-Grade Transition 
Caused Junior College Enrollment Drop 


Americus—The drastic drop 
in enrollment of our junior col- 
leges is the result of - several 
causes, none of which were 
touched upon in your editorial. 

The prime cause, and one so 
simple as to be obvious, is the 
transition from 11 to 12 grades 
in most of the public schools of 
the state (all but large cities). 
For all practical purposes this 
eliminated a freshman class for 
the junior colleges for the pres- 
ent school year (1951-1952). And 
consequently, will mean that the 
second-year class next year 
(1952-1953) will be practically 
nonexistent. Also a few of the 
high schools will make this 
change to 12 grades next year. 
So it will be the term of 1953- 


1954 before the junior college 
enrollment can possibly return 
to normal. But with no high 
school graduating classes in this 
ar@éa you can’t very well expect 
thé junior colleges to maintain 
normal freshman classes, now, 
can you? 

The other good reasons for the 
drop are the war and draft situ- 
ation, and the drop in, the birth 
rate back in the depression 
years, but they are not nearly 
so marked as the simple lack of 
graduating classes from the high 
schools. It is hard to imagine 
the reason behind the regents’ 
announcement on this subject— 
certainly they know why the 
enrollment has fallen off—but it

ai WASHINGTON—In the light of his rather 
: spectacular victory over President Truman in 
| New Hampshire, interest now turns on the next 
primary battle in which Sen. Estes Kefauver of Tennessee will be 


engaged. 


That will come on April 1, when the voters of both 


Nebraska and Wisconsin will express their preference for presi- 
dential candidates in state balloting. 


The President’s name is not 
entered in either Nebraska or 
Wisconsin. Neither is that of 
Sen. Richard B. Russell of Geor- 
gia. But the effect of the bal- 
loting will be about the same 
as in New Hampshire since the 
party organization has put forth 
candidates in both states who 
will act as stalking horses in an 
effort to keep the delegates in 
line for Mr. Truman, 

Senator Russell announced his 
candidacy for the Democratic 
nomination too late to have his 
name entered in the two states. 


In NeBraska Senator Ke- 
fauver will be pitted against 
Sen. Robert 8S. Kerr of Okla- 
homa, who has filed as a can- 
didate only on condition that 
the President does .not run. 
He has made it clear that the 
delegates, if he captures them, 
will ultimately go to Mr. Tru- 
man if he decides to seek a 
third term. Hence the race 
will be about the same as if 
the President were personally 
entered. 


Senator Kerr has canvassed 
Nebraska far more thoroughly 
than Kefauver canvassed New 
Hampshire. Up to now the 
Tennessee senator has been un- 
able to concentrate on the state 
because of the necessity of 
spreading his campaign activi- 
ties over a wider field. But he 
does not intend to let Nebraska 
go by default and he is expected 
to put in much time there be- 
fore the date of the primary. 

In Wisconsin two “favorite 
sons” have been offered as can- 
didates to hold the delegates for 
the President in the Democratic 
primary. Kefauver'plans to put 
time there also. If he stages a 
repeat performance in these 
states, winning the preference 
over the slate representing the 
President, his feat will be truly 
noteworthy. He would be well 
on the way to becoming a major 
factor in the party national con- 
vention at Chicago next July. 

Equal interest attaches to the 
Republican primary in Wiscon- 
sin because of the number of 
GOP candidates entered there. 
The contest will lie. between 
Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio, 
Gov. Earl Warren of California, 
and former Gov. Harold E. Stas- 
sen of Minnesota. Only Gen. 


s 


Dwight Eisenhower is not en- 
tered among the Republican 
contenders. His backers were 
timid about filing him there. 


Florida is the only Southern 
state holding a preferential pri- 
mary and the results there will 
be watched with interest be- 
cause it will find Senator Ke- 
fauver and Senator Russell com- 
peting with each other. Most of 
the states in. Dixie are lined up 
behind the Russell candidacy 
and the Florida balloting will 
provide an opportunity for the 
tall Tennessean. of coonskin cap 
fame to measure swords with 
the Georgian. Florida votes 
May 27. 

Because of the backing he al- 
ready has received, Senator 
Russell is bound to be a power- 
ful factor in the national con- 
vention, whether or not he in- 
vades any outside states and 
captures other delegates. He 


‘seems assured of upwards of 


200 delegates without turning a 
hand. These will come from the 
Southern tier of states other 
than Tennessee and possibly 
Arkansas. 

To win support comparable to 
Russell’s, Kefauver must go out 
and fight for his. He has made 
an excellent start in New Hamp- 
shire, where the odds seemed 
stacked against him, and if he 
does as well: in the other pri- 
mary states, it is quite conceiv- 
able that he and the Georgia 
senator, between them, will 
emerge as the dominant forces 
in the convention.

This is the season when we are all asked to support the Red 
Cross. 

Since it’s an annual request some of us get a little hardened to 
it and either give—or not—without getting our feelings involved at all. 

And yet when you know somebody like Johnny you get a special 
feeling about the Red Cross and what you give is really a gift to 
Johnny. 

Johnny is a little fellow who a few years ago would have been 
put down simply as ‘‘an afflicted child’’ and left pretty much alone. 

He was a cerebral palsy victim and nobody would have figured 
that he could use schooling even if he got it. 

Then the cerebral palsy school was started and tests showed 
that Johnny, funny, snub-nosed little Johnny with the wobbly head 
and misshapen body, was really extremely bright and simply 
hungry for learning. 

The catch was how to get Johnny to school? His family had no 
car.and no money. 
_ That's where the Red Cross came in. Johnny and six other 
cerebral palsy victims are transported to and from school daily by 
the Red Cross motor service. 

If you could see him sitting at the window every morning waiting 
for what he calls ‘‘my school bus,’’ if you could see the happy, 
expectant look in Johnny’s eyes .. . you'd be glad to foot the bill 
for getting him to school. 

Of course, Johnny is just one of many children who look to the 

Red Cross for important help in one way or another. 
, The youngsters in the children’s ward at Grady look forward 
to the visits of the Gray Ladies who conduct craft programs. There’s 
a lad in the contagion ward who learned to read with the help of a 
Gray Lady who sits with him every afternoon. 

Gray Ladies and Nurses Aides work at the Cerebral Palsy School 
showing movies and helping to feed the helpless. They work at 
Crawford Long and Emory hospitals. They give ‘therapy to polio 
victims. 

The motor service not only takes Johnny and his friends to the 
Cerebral Palsy School. It delivers five children to the Junior League 
Speech School and takes them home Again in the afternoon. 

One afternoon a week motor service drivers park the station 
wagons at Aidmore and load up the children for a ride. 

These are quiet, unspectacular services that we don’t hear much 
about. They are not dramatic like the blood program or disaster 
work. 

But like the Junior Red Cross contribution of $500 to buy food, 
clothing and vitamins for Korean orphans—it’s the kind of service 
you can feel close to and want a stake in. 

This is the week to buy your stake in the Red Cross.

Recipes of Old West 
In New, Clever Book

Every so often off the press comes a delightful cook book that 
literally drives you to the kitchen. Such a one is Helen Brown’s 
West Coast Cook Book (Little, Brown & Co., $4).

Mrs. Brown has written an in- 
teresting book to read even if 
you don’t like cooking. Her be- 
tween recipe comments tell 
much of the story and native use 
of the foods which are indige- 
nous to the Coast, though the rec- 
ipes are practical everywhere. 
RECIPES UNIQUE 

Pioneer recipes brought to the 
West by the ’49ers; recipes in- 
spired by the various nationali- 
ties that have settled on the 
Coast . . especially Chinese, 
Italian, Mexican, and Spanish. 

And finally, recipes from the 
world-renowned eating places 
whose chefs have cherished the 
best of Pacific Coast eating. 

You may not ever want the 
recipe for barbecued anteloupe 
steaks, bear ragout with red 
wine or grilled elk steak, but at 
least they are in print. Chances 
are you'll more nearly want to 
cook ‘these unusual dishes: 
cream of ripe olive soup, aspar- 
agus with chicken liver sauce, 
mushroom pie to serve with 
steak, luscious fried cream, or 
deep dish apple pie made with 
rich almond pie crust. 

Perhaps you'll smile with us 
at the incongruous ‘‘Carpetbag 
Steak’’ recipe that starts off 
*‘have tenderloin steaks cut 214 
inches thick.’”’ By the way, a 
pocket is made in the steak, then 
it is filled with oysters and but- 
ter, sewed shut, and the whole 
thing broiled. 

All you women, and men, too, 
who have been telling me you 
like to cook something different, 
this is a good place to start. 
Here are samples of Helen 
Brown's recipes. 

OLIVE EGGS 

Crush a clove of garlic and 
heat in 2 tablespoons olive oil. 
Discard garlic and add a 414- 
ounce can of chopped ripe olives, 
42 cup white wine, and 14 cup 
cream to the pan. Break 6 eggs 
into the mixture and cover, cook- 
ing slowly until the eggs are set. 


Lift each egg carefully onto a 
piece of toast or toasted English 
muffin and spoon remaining 
sauce around the eggs. The 
olives are salty enough to make 
additional seasoning unneces- 
sary. Makes 6 servings. 
FIG TURNOVERS 

Stuff figs with hard sauce then 
fold them individually in piecrust 
and bake until brown. Serve 
warm, allowing two or three per 
person. 

CATTLE KING POTATOES 

This dish was said to have 


been served by one of Califor- 


nia’s early cattle kings, famous 
for his hospitality.
